Land Tax System watis- 
factory to Vancouver 


For the fourth year in) succession, 
says an exchange, the Vancouver city 
council, with an option in the mat- 
ter of taxation, has decided in favor 
of the exemption of improvements, 
and buildings in the Terminal City 
as a consequence again go free — in 
1913. 

The circumstance is interesting on 
account of the fact that Vancouver 
was the first cify in Canada to pring 
its taxation system down to a 
straight tax on land, and that it 
finds, with experience, that this is 
the system which works out in prac 
tice. 

Were the land tax in Vancouver a 
fixed principle, incorporated inte the 
charter by act of the legislature and 
not open to deviation theretrom, four 
successive years ‘of land) tax could 
scarcely be taken as evidence that the 
system) was satisfactory, any more 
than half a century of taxing im- 
provements in Ontario could be tak- 
en to mean that the taxation of 
buildings is satisfactory to the great 
bulk of the citizens of Toronto. 

But where the city Council of Van 
couver has the option from) year to 
year to tax or exempt buildings as 
it sees fit, it must be taken for 
granted that whatever conclusion the 
city council comes to in the matter 
is the expression of the wishes of the 
great bulk of the electors who placed 
the city council in office, and when 
this conclusion year after vear isa 
provision for the raising of the rev- 
enue from land only, it) must be 
taken for granted that the land tay 
system is satisfactory to the citi 
zens.

The impulse of their lives has 
wakened in the outlying portion. of 
the Empire a public passion. It may 
be called lovalty. Tt is rather oa 
thrill of pride. the joy of owner-hip. 
These are my people. This is) my 
motherland. My ancestors, belted 
and helmetted, may have ridden with 
Cromwell, or fled with the Wing. 
But they were there | somewhere— 
doing their part to make Creat Brit- 
ain the Queen of the nations, queenly 
in honor, in dignity, in nobility, as 
well as might. 
THE OLD PASSION. 

This curious outburst of tempera- 
ment, this flash of Soul, is not to be 
argued into suppression. Tt may be 
clubbed into suppression as it was in 
the United States. But even there, 
in spite of generations of designedly 
false teaching in the schools. in) spite 
of professional Anglophobes in’ the 
Senate and out of it, some gleam of 
the old passion may occasionally ap- 
pear. Canadians eall it) British sen- 
timent, for want of ability. to name 
the unameable. Pt is not) sentiment, 
but) something infinitely more manly 
and beautiful. Neither is it) British, 
for too often the new-comer — trom 
England possesses no knowledge of 
his country’s monuments, and no 
appreciation of the Canadian point 
of view towards the country he left 


behind. 


“The primrose by the riv- 
er’s rim, a yellow primrose is to 
hir—and it is nothing more.” To 
the average Canadian the English 
primrose is vastly more. Conscious- 
ly, perhaps, but more likely — sub- 
consciously, the primrose is in his 
eyes the very fiower of romance, and 
romance is the food of the soul. 
NOT MACHINES, 

This is the negiceted factor in all 

distussions on Imperial Federation. 


Those who oppose a closer union be 
tween Great Britain and the colonies, 


those who see separation in the 
near future, consider the — questior 
mathematically. They apply logic 


and deduction and evolve theorems 
and express the cube root of ‘‘n’’ in 
terms of ‘'x.’’. And when they are 
finished they have accomp.ished an 
amiable futility. Men and 9 women 
are not machines to be adjusted and 
differentiated and prophesied about. 
Those who think they can postulated 
the Empire's future by triangulation 
or by spherical trigonometry, or by 
any other effort of pure reason, nee- 
leet the most unreasonable but) mest 
important of all factors—human net- 
ure. 


THE TEST OF ELECTIONS. 


At the time of the debates on 
Confederation in 1866, Canada was 
plunged in financial depression, Men 
in England were taking about ‘‘cut- 


ting the painter.” There were some 
in this country who advocated boldly 
annexation to the United States as 
our only salvation. But Sir [étienne 
Tache, Sir John Ma-donald, Won. 
George Brown and other men of emi- 
nence knew the temper of the coun- 
try, the determination of Canada to 
be British, Three times at least a 
general election has proved — the 
strength of this inner passion.

CONTRARY TO HISTORY. 


And this brinzs us to the consid- 
eration of an ox-eathedra utterance 
by) Professor Duckworth, in the 


Canidian Magazine. Pre talks with 
infinite learning of the “inherent 
schismatic tendgneies of the new 
Britains,’ considers that the break 
with the Thirteen States was inevit- 
able and that if it had been longer

territory. The deduction is wholly 
contrary to the history of the Revo- 
lution as written) by present-day 
scholars, but) Professor Duckworth is 
too busy theorizing to be moved by 
such considerations.

To keep the coats and other wear 
from wrinkling, b: sure to have plenty 
of hangers, which may be had very 
chesply, two for 6 cents, at Many 
stores; but it pays to get good ones. 
To remove the dust, keep a small cane 
or'rattan beater, and whip them thor- 
oughly; then lay the garment out 
smoothly on a table and with a hard 
bristle brush for mud spots, and a 
soft brush for ordinary use, go over 
the garment thoroughly until all mud 
and dust is removed. If the garment 
could be hung in the hot sun for a 
few hours before doing this, it would 
make the cleaning easier. Begin at 
the top of the garment and brush 
down. 

If the elbows and knees of the trou- 
sers are baggy, and out of shape, lay 
a damp cloth on them and fold them 
up for an hour or two; then lay them 
on the froning board, or slip a board 
used for the purpose inside, smoothe 
with the palm of the hand, until they 
Me flat; cover with a cloth and press 
with a hot tron until dry.

Hose Connects With Spigot of Bath- 
tub and Sprays Strip 


For the convenient handling of pho- 
iographic films at home a photograph- 
ar has invented a film washer.

MINERAL WEALTH 
MANITOBA PROVINGE 


Agricultural Province Has :mportant 

Deposits of Gold, Limestone, Gyp- 

. sum and Other Minerals 

It cannot be said that a great deal 
of attention has been paid to the pos- 
sibilities of Manitoba as a mineral 
producer. This is as might be ex- 
pected in a province where agricul- 
ture has been and is of paramount 
importance. And yet th2 soil is not 
the only natural asset of any country; 
and a systematic investigation of the 
mineral resources must always play 
an important part in contributing to 
the development of the whole. 

If we associate with the name of 
minerals such ores as are mined for 
gold or silver or copper, then it is 
indeed the case that minerals and 
good agricultural soil are not as a 
rule found together in nature. But 
under mineral resources must also be 
included materials such as_ clays, 
shales, sands and gravels, limestones, 
marls and coals, all of which are fre- 
quently found in districts which sup- 
port a thriving agricultural population, 
and all of which call for development 
in the agricultural areas of Manitoba. 

Although certain areas of new Mani- 
toba have a coating of clay sufficient 
to provide an agricultural soil, the 
possibilities of revenue He -neinly in 
the mineral resources, the ‘timber, the 
fisheries and the water power which 
the new territory will provide. 

Cement and Gyp-um 

Up to the present time it has been 
found poss: 1° to carry out organized 
geological survey work only along 
some of the principal waterways, and 
private prospecting has ‘een but de- 
Bultory. 

In one district, near the eastern 
boundary of the Province, and forming 
the western extension of the Lake of 
the Woods area, gold mining is an 
assured fact. 

If Portland cement were manufac- 
tured from raw. materlals mine” in 
Manitoba, a very considerable saving 
in freight rates might be affected. 
Limestones sufficiently pure for this 
purpose outcrop at various points on 
Lake Manitoba, and the ~ cessary clay 
or shale js available conveniently near 
at hand. ‘he calcnreous Niobrara 
shales provide a suitable material for 
@ natura] cement, and fut e invcs- 
tigations in this direction may result 
in considerable increas :d activity. 

Valuable gypsum dep sits are mincd 
in the vicinity of Lake Si. Martin, 
and in the country between Lake 
Manitoba and Lake Winnipe ; other 
beds may yet be found. Borings have 
shown the existing depths from the 
surface. A pure friable sandstone at 
the baso of the sedimentary strata of 
the Province will provide a good ma- 
terial for a future glass ‘ndustry. 

Fertilizer Obtainable 

A good phosphatic scale which is 
found in the western part of the Prov- 
ince will come into requisition as a 
fertilizer when the soll begins to show 
signs of exhaustion. Limestones ate 
already a valuable asset, 
from the point of view o/ 
stone, but as Nme and rubble prce- 
ducers, Extensive northern areas of 
limestone are awalting development, 
and for the furtherance of the “Giocc 
Roads” movement not only the lme-

Old and New London. 

Stories come from London of the dis- 
covery of oil in one of the business 
quarters at a depth of 5,000 feet, and 
also of the uncovering at the corner of | 
Paternoster row and St. Paul's alley 
of an ancient wall. This wall was 
part of the rampart which inclosed the 
old St. Paul’s. The part uncovered, 
about 60 feet long, is made of chalk 
and rubble, and was built in the 
twelfth century. On the same site 
pieces of a Roman amphora, Roman 
vases and some Samian ware have 
also been found. Other “finds” include , 
a camel's skull unearthed in High Hol 
‘born and a large quantity of pipes of 
the eighteenth century. Under some 
old stables in Bartholomew-close—one 
of the oldest parts of London—three 
Norman arches have been found. They 
are close to one another, and are be- 
Neved to have formed part of the clois- 
ters of the priory which once stood on 
this site. Their excavation is likely 
to be a matter of considerable diffi- 
culty, as they are built in with stones 
and bricks for the new buildings which 
have been laid against them. 


Frescoes of Orvieto. 

Of the frescoes in the chapel of the 
Madonna di S. Brizio at Orvieto, which 
are being restored, says the Boston 
Transcript, Fra Angelico did two divi- 
sions of the vaulted ceiling. In one 
he represented “Christ in Glory,” sur- 
rounded by angels, and in the other a 
group of prophets, seated upon clouds, 
tier upon tier. The frescoes were exe- 
cuted in the summer of 1447, the pain- 
ter having negotiated the commission 
in order to escape from Rome during 
the summer heat. He undertook to 
return to Orvieto in the same months 
each year until the work was finished, 
but never went back after the first 
visit, for what reason is not known. 
Possibly because the death of one of 
his assistants through falling from the 
scaffolding soon after the decoration 
was begun was regarded as an evil 
omen. Misfortunes, at any rate, im- 
peded progress, and it was not until 
fifty years later that Luca Signorelli 
completed the work Angelico had be- 
gun.

Journal says that the harmfulness of

eerved amount of study now that the 
surgeon general of the United States 
navy has reported that officers ‘noted 
as athletes during their cadet lifo 
were breaking down sooner than tho 
non-athletic. Quoting the physical di- 
rectors of some universities to the con- | 
trary, the writer says: ‘Marathon or 
playing football and all such unnatural | 
contest requiring training of excep- | 
tional men not needing further devel- 
opment must be replaced by sports in 
which all can compete. To do this 
we must, of course, ignore the opinions | 
of the men who make their living by 
the present system. They are all con- 
vinced they are right; and that. very 
condition of mind blinds them to the 
significance of the facts published by 
Doctor Stokes. Any system which docs 
not reduce the tuberculous condition | 
of men is a failure and of no account.”

When a newly initiated 
member is given his constitution. 
give hime y proposition paper as well 
and wet him to wet it filled out by 
the next meeting, 

He said that® the tendensy of the 
Order was to uplift its members — if 
they followee it precepts. Tle ured 
on the members not to look solely 
at the financial end of it, and 
think of how much q week they will 
eet out oof it if they should get siek, 
hut te think more of the other mem- 
hers and see what they can do to 
help them along. If every member 
lives up to the aims and 
thy Society. it will hecome an even 
greater power and ao mightier influ- 
ence on the people they are living 
with.

Moreover, 
it has ben proved th:t in wheat 
growing corn cultivation wl) give as 
eood results as summer jallow and 
besides it) pays for the use of the 
Jand and for the work expended on it 
by vivines a large crop of  axcellent 
fodder for cattle and other stock. 
' At the Brandon Experimental Farm 
in 1912 a field that grew corn the 
previous year produced wheat at a 
cost of 29 cents per bu-hel to grow 
and thresh, while wheat grown — on 
other fields, fallowed the — previous 
season, cost 43° cents per bushel. 
Practically the same results were ob- 
tained in 1911 from wheat grown in 
fields handled under similar con; 
ditions. 
, This information is clearly brought 
out in a new bulletin by W. C. 
MeNillican, B.S.A.. Superintendent 
of the Experimental Farm at Bran- 
don, and issued as bulletin No. 14, 
Second Series, of the Experimental 
Farms. In this work the most suit- 
‘able varieties for Manitoba are given 
and full instructions are contained 
for growing and handling the — crop, 
the place it may occupy in’ q crop 
‘rotation, ete. The various machines 
‘and implements that may profitably 
be used are deseribed and many of 
them illustrated. 
| The idea' way of storing the fod- 
der is said in the bulletin to be in 
the silo, because in this way the sue- 
culence of the fodder is preserved, 
the food is more conveniently — fed. 
und more completely consumed — and 
assimilated. It is hoped that the in- 
formation contained in this — public- 
cation will be effective in) inducing 
many western province farmers to 
give corn for forage g trial. in order 
that they may learn that by — the 
use of this crop they may greatly in- 
crease the crop. producing possibilis 
ties of their land and render more 
‘gure the profits of their labors. 
This bulletin. which entitled, 
“Co:n Growing in’ Manitoba.’ has 
been printed for free distribution by 
the Superintendent of the Experi- 
mental Farm at Brandon and by the 
Publientions Branch of the Depart- 
‘ment of Agriculture at Ottawa.

The Protestant Episcopal Church 
in October, 1910, appointed a Com- 
mission to bring about a_ conference 
for the consideration of questions as 
to the faith and order of the Chris- 
tian Church, in the hope that such 
a conference will promote the cause 
of Christian unity. That commission 
is inviting all Christian communions 
throughout the world which confess 
our Lord Jesus Christ as God and 
Saviour to unite with the Episcopal 


Church in arranging for and con- 
ducting such a conference. More 


missions have been appointed, includ- 
ing all the leading communions in the 
United States and the Church of 
England in England and Canada. In- 
vitations are now being sent to the 
other leading communions outside the 
United States as fast as the names 
and addresses of their officers can be 
obtained. The Episcopal commission 
ix publishing leaflets, explaining the 
scope and methods of the conference, 
and giving a list of books on Chris- 
tian unity, and those Taflets have 
been circulated all over the world. 
The commission is glad to send them 
free to any one who will apply for 
them to the Secretary, Robert Ht 
Gardiner, Maine. He has _ received 
probably ten thousand, or more, let- 
ters on the subject, coming — from 
every part of the world and from 
members of every communion, Pro- 
testant and Catholic. Persons  ap- 
plying are entercd on a permanent 
mailing list, -o that they will — re- 
ceive all future publications. 

The Episcopal Commission is try- 
ing to carry on the undertakinz in 
the spirit of Bishop Brent, who urged 
at the meeting when the commission 
organized, that the side of organiza- 
tion shall not ve made too promincnt, 
but that we shall seek spiritual pow- 
er. The first step shall be, in a new 
and full and deep way, to rededicate 


ourselves to God, free from past 
prejudices, in order that, so losing 
ourselves, we may have a_ spiritual 


power simply compelling. 

Less than twenty-five ministers and 
lav men and women in Alberta have 
heen brought together, at least to 
the extent of enrolment on the list, 
which is arranged geographically so 
that those who are interested enough 
in Christian unity to apply to be 
placed on the list may obtain the 
names of others in their neighbor- 
hood also interested, with whom they 
can meet for united prayer for the 
re-union of Christians and for con- 
ference as to how it can best be 
brought about. The list includes 
Disciples of Christ, Episcopalians 
and Roman Catholics. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Commission of 
the Episcopal Church, of which the 
Rev. W. T. Manning, 1).D., reetor of 
Trinity Church, New York, is Chair- 
man. has recently issued a eireular 
letter urging such local conferences. 
The world conference may not be 
held for , number of vears, for it 
will be a lonz undertaking to get 
the approval of all the leading cam- 
munions all over the world, though 
the project is being received with 
great cordiality.
